This house and the one next 
door, number 90, had been moved | 
to Altona several years earlier 
and used as an Army camp hos- 
pital -for returned soldiers from ‘ 
the First World War.

Mr. Sirmmons also said the 
“standard” pedestrian crossing 
requires flashing amber fights 
with illuminated walking leg 
signs on both sides of the road- 
woy, 

“In poorly lit areas extra 
lighting can be incorporated to 
illuminate the section of road- 
way at the crossing. This extra 
lighting involves extra payment 
for fixtures and annual lighting 
charges, 

“There are three pedestrian 
crossing with flashing lights in 
the Shire, 

“Nin Millers Rd., near Clem- 
atis Avenue, the area is very 
well Jit with sodium lights and 
no extra lighting is recommend- 


“In Blackshows Rd., near Be- 
gonia Ave., beam lights are Jo- 
cated on both sides of the 
crossing. 

“In the Esplanade, opposite 
the change room in Lee Res- 
erve, no extra lighting has been 
provided. This crossing is sel- 
dom used at night time other 
than during hot weather. Dur- 
ing these periods traffic along 
the Esplanade should be slow. 

“Further, the flashing amber 
signs ore clearly visible to mo- 
torists. 

“IE improved lighting adjac- 
ent to the crossing is deemed 
necessary it is recommended 
that improved street lighting 
rather than beam lights at the 
crossing proper be installed.”

to give 


$ for $ to Local 
Organisations 


Altona Shire Council has decided on a 
policy to give a dollar-for-doilar subsidy 
for the capital works of local organisa- 


tions. 


The policy, drawn up by the 
parks, foreshores and proper- 
ties committee, has been rati- 
fied by the full council. : 


But every proposition put to 
y the council will still be regarded 
‘on its merits.“ 


The policy was drafted after 
the committee had received two 
deputations. °° 


“ One was from the Altona 
Tennis Club seeking help in 


-building two new tennis courts, 


and the other was from the Al- 
tona Drama Group saying it 
would not be able to meet the 
hire charges for the Civic Hall. 

The Drama Group was repre- 
sented by Mr. McGuckian, sec- 
retary Mrs. Shanks, and presi- 
dent Mr. Marsh, 


Mr. MeGuckian presented a 
sheet regarding the use of the 
Civic Hall and the site for a 
workshop for the information of 
the committee and then stated 
that following advice from the 
council regarding the use and 
charges for the hail bookings 
the group would not be able to 
meet the proposed charges. 

Over the past year the Drama 
Group had used the hall.on ap- 
proximately 30 Monday nights. 

All plays presented to the 
public by the Drama Group cost 
a lot of money to produce. 

Royalties alone on a_ play 
amount to approximately $35. 

Maintenance of equijyment has 
to be carried out and scenery 
provided. 

Last year the profit made by 
a Drama Group amounted to 


$25, 

To date $250 has been spent 
on lighting and more equipment 
is on required. 

A balance sheet for the last 
public performance was presen- 
ted showing a total income of 
$142 and a profit of $45. If the 
council had charged hall hire 
this performance would have 
run at a considerable loss. 

Because there is a consider- 
able amount of scenery and 
equipment stored in a number 
of garages and sheds by mem- 
bers of the Drama Group it is 
necessary to obtain a piece of 
land on which could be erected 
a 20ft. x 10ft. shed to house 
this eguipment and aiso to be 
used as a workshop where mem- 
bers of the group can prepare 
scenery and rehearse plays. 

Cr. Lee said that the problem 
the council is faced with is that 
the loss carried by the council 
in relation to the Drama Group 
alone is in the vicinity of $360 
each year. Over all the groups 
using the hall the loss would be 
in_the vicinity of $1800 a year. 

Mr. McGuckian said that the 
group only uses the hall on 
Monday evenings if no other 
booking has been made. He 
could see no reason why the 
hall keeper was required to be 
in attendance on these Monday 
evenings. 

Cr. Lee said all bookings are 
to be treated the same, and the 
hall keeper is required to be ‘n 
attendance. 

Mr. McGuckian pointed out 
that the council should sponsor 
groups to encourage and pro- 
mote public interest. Financi- 
ally, the Drama Group cannot 
pay for the use of the hall as 
proposed by the council. In the 
past the Drama Group has pur- 
chased and maintained all its 
own equipment. 

Cr. Lee asked: “‘Suppose the 
council granted 40 nights a year 
to the Drama Group and other 
groups ‘requested the same?” 

Mr. McGuckian replied taat 
thig would depend on what night 
of the week was required by 
these cultural groups but the 
Drama Group would be pleased 
to have any nights. 

Mr. MeGuekian did admit that 
the Drama Group would be upset 
if any other bookings were ac- 
cepted by the council on a Mon- 
day night. 

Cr. H. Weaver asked what 
number of permanent bookings 
the Drama Group required. . 

Mr. McGuckian said the only 
permanent bookings would be 
during the performances of 
plays, which would be pro- 
grammed on a Monday, Tuesday. 
and Wednesday, and the time 
for rehearsals and erection of 
scenery would be carried out 
at weekends. 

€r. Weaver asked whether the 
Drama Group intended to use 
the Civic Hall permanently and 
always. 

















Mr. McGuckian replied that in 
the future the group would like 
to have ‘its own hall. 


Cr. Lee.said that many groups 
have requested the council for 
land but it was not available. 

Mr. McGuckian said the pro- 
posed workshop to be erected 
was 20ft. x 10ft:, and not a per- 
manent building’ but one which 
could be dismantled at any time. 

Cr. Weaver said there is a 
hall not occupied at present at 
the rear of the “Altona Star,” 
which may’ be suitable for the 
activities of the Drama Group. 

Mr. McGuckian agreed that 
this may be suitable and would 
be investigated, but the group 
would still be grateful for any- 
thing the council could do to 

lp. 


_ Cr. Lee said that the council 
is endeavouring to obtain’ from 
each group using the hal a 
minimum requirement for book- 
ings during the year and _per- 
haps after this is ascertained 
more nights could be available 
for the drama group. 


Also, council is against the 
erection of a temporary build- 
ing in the shire as they tend to 
become permanent. 

Mr. McGuckian said that the 
Drama Group would be agree- 
able to the council drawing up 
an agreement where if the coun- 
cil required the proposed work- 
shop to be dismantled and re- 
moved at a moment's . notice, 
this could be carried out. 

The committee then passed 
the following recommendations: 

“In future every application 
by local organisations and clubs 
be dealt with on its merits, but 
generally it be council policy to 
grant a do)lar-for-dollar subsidy 
towards capital works. 


“That the finance cominittee 
be requested to keep under sur- 
veillance a proposal to construct 
a subsidy building to house 
various cultural groups on land 
adjoining the bowling club. 

“The present policy regarding 
bookings by cultural groups of 
the Civic Hall still stands, how- 
ever, in relation to the Drama 
Group, due to the low number of 
bookings by other organisations, 
that for the forthcoming year a 
further 12 nights between Mon- 
day and Wednesday be granted 
free of charge under the usual 
conditions, that if some other 
booking is required on these 
nights the Drama Group book- 
ing lapses, and the Drama Group 
requested to make a fresh ap- 
plication on the above basis.’

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GENERAL HINTS ON GROWING 
VEGETABLES 


The establishment of a vegetable gar- 
den is most desirable in any household 


‘garden. 


. Home grown vegetables are more superior when 
picked freshly from the plants than those purchased 


from shops, 

The kind of vegetables to 
grow depends mainly on the 
needs of the household, and 
their preference for certain 
kinds, oe no positive rule can 
be laid down on the subject. 

No matter what varieties are 
selected, if vegetables of good 
> quality are to grown, then 
the fertiliser must be kept on 
hand to be used when necessary. 
No manure gives such good re- 
sults -as a good dressing of 
stable manure. It may be dug 
into the ground in autumn or 
winter in a half decayed’ con- 
dition, if applied in spring or 
summer it should be thoroughly 
rotted before use. Many home 
‘gardeners have to rely on chemi- 
cal fertilisers. 

Vegetables assimilate various 
substances from the soil. For 
instance, those which develop 
mainly leaf growth, such as 
lettuce, spinach and cabbage, 
benefit mostly from nitrogenous 
manures, such as nitrate of 
soda and sulphate of amonia. 

Vegetables grown for the value 
of their roots such as carrots 
and potatoes, need chiefly potas- 
sic manure and those cultivated 
for their fruits, such as toma- 
toes, peas and beans, need phos- 
phatic manures in the form of 
superphosphate and bone dust. 

No vegetable can be grown 
to perfection unless it receives 
ample moisture throughout its

fore preparing the surface 
finally for sowing and lightly 
water after sowing. 

In hot weather water lightly 
once or more each day with a 
fine spray, until the seedlings are 
about one inch high. 

In cool weather keep the sur- 
face moist with less frequent 
waterings. When the plants are 
firmly established, water heavily 
twice a week, rather than by 
daily light sprinkling. 

Most crops are better watered 
by a furrow than a springler, 
especially lettuce in the cool 
months. 


The vegetable garden needs 
more water than the flower gar- 
den to keep it in vigorous 
growth. 

As the same kind of crop 
should not be grown year after 
year on the same piece of 
ground, to obtain the best re- 
sults. different varieties should 
be_grown in rotation, 

The following rules will be 
found to work well in practice— 

Plants of’ the natural order 
should not succeed each other, 
such as a crop of caulifiower 
after cabbage or parnsnip after 
carrot. 

Crops which occupy the same 
piece of ground for several 
years. such as asparagus, should 
be succeeded by others of short 
duration such as lettuce or cab-

However, the teenagers have 
to travel to town or other suburbs 
if they want recreation because 
only one hall in Altona is now 
available for dances and this 
is booked consistently by various 
organisations. 


Consequently, 
have to pay high prices to go 
to visit city- discotheques and 
those people aged between 14 
and 16 (who are often not 
allowed to go to Melbourne at 
night) have to stay in Altona, 
which is dead at weekends. 


Strange though it may seem, 
I would probably never have 
stuck my neck out and harped 
about this subject if I had not 
visited the ‘‘Crossroads’’ in Sun- 
shine last Saturday night. The 
“Crossroads’—a young person's 
paradise—is run by Rev. J. 
Blacker and the council of Sun- 
shine (Sunshine is a CITY). 


For 20c’ a young person can 
dance all night to a visiting pop 
group, watch television and meet 
other young people in a TV 
room, play snooker or table 
soccer, and above all have a 
good time. 


The “Crossroads” is well 
staffed by ._ red-waistcoated 
“erowd controling engineers’’ 
who are quick to stop trouble 
before it starts. And if any 
trouble does start. the police 
know where to find it straight 
away, because everybody who 
is a member of the Sunshine 
“IN CROWD” patronises ‘“Cross- 
roads.”” 7 


The idea of this recreation 
centre started during the “‘Mod- 
Sharpie” era when Sunshine was 
the scene of several hundred 
“Savage Sharpies.” The coun- 
cil decided that the youth of 
Sunshine had to have some- 
where they could meet and have 
a good time without tearing each 
other to pieces.

Consequently, a suitable build- 
ing was acquired and various 
organisations gave-a lending 
hand, with the result a well-lit 
dance floor and stage, dee-jay's 
studio, soft drink bar, TV room, 
snooker rooms, etc. 


Many people will say this 
cannot be done in Altona—it will 
‘east'too much; the big boys will 
rough the place up. And no 
doubt this was said in Sunshine. 

The teenage populaition in 
Sunshine is much bigger than 
that in Altona and yet .“‘Cross- 
roads’ has been running for at 
least two years now. No doubt 
1 “Crossroads” has had more 
‘than its share of trouble, but 
perseverance has won out for 
Rev, Blacker and his helpers. 

T am not quite sure what the 
‘system is at ‘‘Crossroads,”” but 
the organisers do not run at a 
loss by any means. 

On a Saturday night at least 
four or five hundred young 
people pay 20c ta enter and 
everybody there would buy at 
teast one drink for 10c. Visiting 
groups are paid for their per- 
formances and I dare say that 


{the 12 stalwarts are paid for 


their assistance during the- night, 
‘ When the -band plays, the 
dance floor is’packed and there 
' are at least six adults watching 
for any trouble. Natyrally, no 
liquor is allowed on the pre- 
mises and anybody possessing 
such, is speedily removed. 

Top and ground floors are 
patrolled by supervisors continu- 
ally and I think this-gives most 
a feeling of security because the 
patrons age from 14 upwards. 

Tf only some of our organisa- 
tions in Altona’ could get to- 
gether and do some fund-raising 
maybe a building or hall for 
teenagers could be erected. 

A suitable site would be some- 
where in the vicinity of the 
Apex Park where any noise 
made by pop groups wouldn't 
be heard by tao many neigh- 
bours. ? 

All the young people in Altona 
would have somewhere to go 
during the winter months, the 
; Dolice would know where every- 
i body was (or nearly everybody) 
and Altona “would be one step 
closer to being a CITY.

LITTLE BEING DONE TO 
PRESERVE HERITAGE 


In a recent interview Mr, 
Lloyd said— v 

There is much being said and 
written these days about preser- 
vation of our wonderful heritage 
of forest, stream, beach, moun: 
tain and lake,’ and conservation 
of our unique native fauna. 


But little is being actually done 
by our civic leaders and there 
are still far too many areas of 
recreational value to which the 
public have been denied access 
by barbed-wire fences and 
locked gates and antiquated 
legislation since the last century. 


Note This: One of our _mem- 
bers, a keen angler, while re- 
cently following a trout stream 
in Gippsland, was ordered off- 
by an irate farmer and he was 
threatened with physical vio- 
lence. Ignoring the threats, our 
fisherman went on his way nego- 
tiating thick blackberry and 
barbed-wire fences, and soon 
there came into view the reasons 
for the farmer's objections to 
our intrepid angler’s presence 
in the area. 


A large piggery built on the 
banks of the river gave the 
animals free access to the water 
and layout of the piggery was 
such that all effluent drained 
into the stream. Next appeared 
the household tip, and finally, 
perched neatly on the bank, was 
the usual little “shack at the 
back.” Our member reports that 
he saw irrefutable evidence that 
the material from this little 
‘structure was emptied into the 
viver. No wonder he caught no 
trout that day. 

Similar conditions can be seen 
in many areas throughout the 
State, including the banks of 
the mighty Murray. Parts of 
the Fifteen-mile Creek, near 
Wangaratta, are almost com- 
pletely blocked by garbage 
from the hop-growing properties. 

We recognise that only a few 


City visitors to rural areas 
are usually blamed for van- 
dalism and littering of bush and 
beaches with rubbish and beer 
cans, ete., but nothing is heard 
of the destructive vandalism that 
has been practised by some 
country people since the first 
sales of Crown lands in the 
early 1800's, especially those 
farmers whose land abutts in- 
land streams, 


The Forests Commission and 
State Rivers and Water Supply 
Commission are doing a reason- 
able job in protecting our 
streams and Crown reserves but 
they have no control over private 
lands and licensed strips abutt- 
ing waterways.

The third point of defence, 
providing farmers with access 
to water, appears to be a very 
weak argument.

affairs exists because a large 
percentage of private water 
frontage land is held under old 
titles which give complete pri- 
vate control of land to the 
water's edge, public access (even 
for traverse) being completely 
denied without the owner's per- 
mission. In. areas ‘whpre a 
Crown reserve beside the 
stream exists land owners are 
granted for a nominal fee a 
licence over the bank strip 
which gives the farmer almost 
the equivalent of freehold rights, 
but in these cases the public 
may traverse but not remain 
upon the bank without the 
licensee’s permission.
